YOKOSUKA, JAPAN. — Once 
ringed by one of the world's great 
naval forces, Japan is defended to- 
day only by five American fighting 
ships and a handful of rusty mine- 
sweepers. 

In this former key naval base, 
where Japan sent out her mighty 
war-time fleet ranging across the 
Pacific, the answer is plain. The 
Japanese fleet is extinct. 

Only tiny 100-ton wooden craft 
that constantly ply the harbor wa- 
ters of Japan in search of mines 
remain. They hunt for magnetic 
mines dropped in strategic waters 
by United States B-29's. Even these 
tiny ships will be worthless when 
~ieir task is through. 

Thousands of tons of Japanese 
navy hulks lie at the bottom of 
Manila. Kure and Yokohama har- 
bors. Great Britain, Russia, China 
and the United States account for 
almost the entire remainder of the 
fleet.

cruiser and four destroyers make 
up the sole sea force permanently 
stationed here.

40 YEARS AGO 



In the Congressional primary 
on Saturday forty years ago, 
Swagar Sherley was nominated 
for Congress for the fourth time 
by the Democrats of the old Fifth 
District. Herman D. Newcombe, 
his opponent, received a majority 
of the votes in the county out- 
side of Louisville, but Sherley 
carried the city by a heavy mar- 
gin. This is set forth in the 
editorial column of The Jeffer- 
sonian, Thursday, August 13, 
1908. There was no "Friday the 
thirteenth" that year, as this. 

The Town Board had sent out 
notices to all property owners 
who had failed to comply with 
the recently enacted ordinance 
requiring concrete sdiewalks. The 
notice said that steps would be 
taken by the authorities to con- 
t the sidewalks should there 
on -compliance. A Court of 
Appeals decision recently had 
clarified the powers of Kentucky 
towns and cities, declaring that 
municipalities could construct 
and charge to property owners, 
should the latter, after due 
notice, fail to comply within a 
reasonable time, indicated and 
the property could be sold for 
the debt. Pride in the city's 
growth was increasing with the 
advent of the interurbans and 
iproved highways. Many new 
sidewalks were already down. 

stores were being opened. 
The whole county, outside the 
city of Louisville, was on a boom. 
The Democratic mass convention 
at the county court house Satur- 
day was a "war of the roses." 
The Newcombe followers wore 
red badges, the Sherleyites, 
white. "Each side was so vocfer- 
ous, that little could be heard 
from those who tried to speak. 
When a Sherley advocate began 
to appeal for his candidate, some- 
one would shout, "What's the 
matter with Newcombe?" And 
then there would be the usual 
drowning-out applause and 
whistling. At length Chairman 
Gates appointed four tellers — 
two from each side — to ascer- 
tain how many followers each 
candidate had, and the conven- 
tion quieted down. The tellers 
crowded all present through the 
back doors to count them and the 
process appeared satisfactory. 
One man from Buechel who 
would not reveal his name, say- 
ing, "I'm not the teller you tell 
me," was excluded from voting. 
Bryan and Taft (William How- 
ard) were up for election for 
President and the Republicans 
and Democrats in Kentucky were 
getting well heated up.

Giving full credit to 
its natural beauty, the climate, 
its industry, Tyler complains that 
most newcomers to California 
plunge into the real estate busi- 
ness— "about the only inviting 
business, apparently," left open 
to them. While money is to be 
made as a real estate agent, the 
city of Los Angeles is being laid 

modate a population of 3,000,000, 
while San Diego (45,000} is laid 
out to serve a population of half 
a million. These cities may grow 
in time to such proportions but 
the business of lot-selling ap- 
peared to be overdone. "Much 
land that might be cultivated, re- 
mains idle." Real estate, he be- 
lieved, was "overboomed." 
(Some of this real estate, how- 
ever, has doubled in value sev- 
eral times in recent years and 
some of these agents even from 
Kentucky, made small fortunes.) 

Tyler visited later the great 
state of Oregon, spent some time 
in Portland, toured the state, but 
found nothing to suit him "better 
than Old Kentucky."

He pointed 
out that last week the Building 
Comission approved contracts 
totaling $147,183 for the parks,

1 watched a group of people 
congregate to go to a church 
pocnic on a chartered bus. The 
little assemblage of some 20 per- 
sons who finally gathered in- 
cluded seven or eight middle- 
aged to elderly women, three 
men of similar ages, one lone 
girl of about 16, three teen-age 
boys and a few children. The 
last arival was a matronly-look- 
ing woman of about 30 — the 
only representative of the 20 to 
fifty segment of the population! 
According to authorities on the 
subject, it is this most important 
age-group which has almost 
wholly abandoned even the sem- 
blance of religious faith and 
practices — and much of that 
held and practiced must be grant- 
ed to be far from a vital, life- 
changing, heart-warming brand 
of religion. 

J. Edgar Hoover, in a radio 
broadcast from Washington, said: 
"Our generation, it seems, has 
allowed old religious practices 
to slip into oblivion. As a re- 
sult, family life has been weak- 
ened and the nation has suffered." 
When the F. B. 1. chief says "our 
generation" he refers to those 
who were lacking in that Luther- 
mi group going to the church 
picnic — those from maturity to 
mid-life, from the "marrying- 
age" tn the time of life when peo- 
ple see their offspring beginning 
themselves to seek mates. This

TOMATO LATE BLIGHT 

Against the recurrence of to- 
mato late blight, the trouble that 
for the past two years has taken 
more or less toll of gardeners 
throughout the state, the mem- 
bers of the staff of the Kentucky 
Experiment Station and those of 
Agricultural Extension enrolled 
themselves as "wardens" to ob- 
serve closely for first signs of 
this disease and report promptly, 
so that gardeners everywhere 
might be altered. 

Tomato late blight has been re- 
ported in Jefferson and Leslie 
Counties, points wide apart. 
Whether an epidemic will occur 
nobody knows. In Leslie, the 
case was that of a tomato patch 
where "copper" dust was used for 
a while and then discontinued. 
Also, it was surrounded by dense 
undergrowth, and air wai 
vented from flowing freely 
it, and dew and rain evaporated 
slowly. Humid conditions con- 
tribute to tomato blight's coming. 

The signs of this disease are 
rotting blotches on the leaves, 
the stems and the fruit. Spotted 
fruit inevitably decays, and spot- 
ted leaves drop off. Plants 
■ whose stems are spotted die, if 
| the spots encircle the stems. 
• That is to say that if the spotting 
| has far progressed, there is little 
i that can be done, 
i However, plants just beginning 
to show these symptoms can be 
saved to bear again later, and the 
means is to spray immediately 
with any of the "basic coppers," 
Copper-A, Kopper King, Tri- 
basic Copper, Tenessee 26 and 
others that may be found locally. 
While prevention, spraying be- 
fore there were any signs, is 
much preferred, in many in- 
stances there is still a chance to 
check the disease on plants not 
too far gone. 

Spraying ( and directions for 
mixing are printed on the "cop- 
per" container) is vastly to be 
preferred over using copper

pound of dust should be used on 
25 plants. For spray, the amount 
is one gallon on 25 plants, enough 
to leave them dripping. 

Even though no signs are now 
seen, it would be wise to make a 
copper application now and an- 
other in seven days and then at 
least two more ten days apart 
"just in case." Tomatoes are 
quite too valuable and too tasty 
to lose. 

PRIMING ADDS TO 
TOBACCO RETURNS 

The College of Agriculture and 
Home Economics, University of 
Kentucky, believes many farmers 
could add to their tobacco in- 
comes by priming; that is, re- 
moving the lower leaves as they 
ripen in the field. 

Priming answers the question, 
"What can be done if the bottom 
leaves are burning badly while 
the rest of the plant is still im- 
mature?" says Russell Hunt. 
"When this happens, most grow- 
ers cut their tobacco — all of it. 
By so doing they get six to 
eight excellent leaves per plant, 
four to six leaves of passable 
quality, and six to eight im- 
mature leaves hardly worth 
marketing. 

"If instead of cutting at this 
time they would pick off two to 
five bottom leaves per plant, and 
wait to cut until the middle and 
upper leaves were mature, they 
would get a total of 16 to 20 good- 
to-choice leaves per plant."
